Scott Sharply Quizzed for 
Criticism of the National 
‘Guard by Members of the 
House Military Committee. 


Washington, December 21.—A_ defi- 
nite plan for universal military training 
will be laid before congress next month 
in the shape of a bill formulated by 
the general staff of the army, accom- 
panied by complete estimates of cost 
as compared to the present volunteer 


3,176,000 Shares Sold, a Total 
Without Precedent Since

New York, December 21.—The stock 
market today went through the most 
exciting day in its history with one 
exception. President Wilson's note to 
the belligerent powers, followed by 
Secretary Lansing’s first explanatory 
statement of its intent, were the occa- 
sion of frenzied selling, which in scope 
and volume fairly dwarfed all the op- 
erations which followed on the peace 
proposals from Germany. 

Prices were slaughtered to the extent 
of 5, 10 and 15 points, and in one case 
33, and the day’s sales amounted to 
3,176,000 shares, a total without prece- 
dent since the famous Northern Pacific 
corner of 1901. The decline was vir- 
tually unchecked, only a few nominal 
rallies marking the trading of the final 
hour. 

Rails Also Decline. 

The liquidation of the forenoon, 
amounting to more than 1,300,000 shares 
alone, was confined, as has been the 


case in the recent operations, to the so- 
called “war brides,” or stocks which 
might be adversely affected by the dec-, 
laration of peace, but soon after the |

General Scott was subjected to sharp 
cross-examination today on his reiter- 
ated recommendation for a universal 
service measure, based in part on re- 
sults of the volunteer system as shown 
in the mobilization of the national 
guard for border service. Five of the 
twenty-two members of the commit- 
tee took occasion to assert their belief 
in the theory of universal service, 
while two emphatically declared 
against such a svstem. Those favor- 
ing it were: Representatives Kahn, 
Greene of Vermont and Tilson of Con- 
necticut, republicans, and Olney of 
Massachusetts and Farley of New York, 
democrats, whole those opposed were 
Representatives McKellar of Tennessee 
and Quinn of Mississippi, democrats. 

Guardsmen Favor System. 

The statement of Representative Til- 
son, himself a colonel! in the national] 
guard, followed General Scott's repeat- 
ea assertion that the federalization of 
the national guard accomplished as far 
as pousible by the national defense act, 
would pot meet the country’s nmiilitary. 
needs. 

“Many members, a 
national guardsmen who come back 
from the border, are in favor of univer- 
sal service,” declared the chief of staff. 
“Il agree with vou,” Representative Til- 
son said, ‘‘thar: voluntary military serv- 
ice is not an adequate- system and 
probably would break down in time of 
war as it has done before. The nation- 
al guard system in particular is eco- 
nomically unwise because of the dual 
control over the forces of the federal 
government and thé state.” 

Taking up the report on the mobili- 
zation of the guard which General Scott 
presented to support his arraignmetn of 
any volunteer system, ‘Representative 
Tilson continued:

Stocks and Cotton Toboggan GEORGE B. POWEII 
During Day of Wild Selling 


Cotton Futures Change From 
Extreme Strength to Weak- 
ness, With March Los- 
ing 145 Points. 


New York, December 21.—Seldom, if 
ever has the cotton trade experienced 
such a sensational change, from ex- 
treme strength to weakness verging on 
demoralization, as that which occurred 
in today’s future market. 

During the earlier trading an optimis- 
tic view of pease possibilities inspired 
by the president's note to belligerent 
nations led to heavy general buying and 
an advance of more than $3 a bale from 
the low prices of Wednesday, and buy- 
ers were encouraged by sharp advances 
in Liverpool, a jump of a penny a pound 
in the Egyptian market, and rumors 
that leading German steamship lines 
were preparing to resume sailings be- 
fore the end of the winter. 

The advance was checked by realiz- 
ing, however, and after the publication 
of Secretary Lansing’s statement the 
market became extraordinarily active 
and excited. Prices melted away, in 
many cases declining ten points be- 
tween sales, while selling orders seemed 
to be reaching the ring from all! direc- 
tions and many stop orders were uncov- 
ered on the break. Before the close 
March contracts had sold at 16.22, a 
decline of 145 points from the high 
level of the morning and of more than 
a cent a pound from last night’s clos- 
ing figures. 

Last prices were the lowest of the 
day, with the official tone irregular 
and excited, and with active months 
showing declines of about $25 a bale 
from the high records established just 
before Thanksgiving. 


Break in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, December 21.— The 
price of cotton tumbled in this market 
for a net loss of $5 a bale on the weak- 
est months today on a tremendous sell- 
ing wave, which followed receipt of

made last night that Jerome Simmons 
has been employed as his attorney. 
Powell spent the night in the Tower, 
where he is held on a murder charge, 
and without the privilege of giving 
bond. 

The arrest of Powell was denounced 
last night by his wife as an “outrage- 
ous shame.” “Just the other night,’ she 
said, “my husband and I were discuss- 
ing the Ashford case and saying how 
bad it would be if one of our children 
should be brought home like young Mr. 
Ashford was, and now they have taken 
my husband away and left me and my 
children alone and unprotected. I know 
he’is innocent and will comé free.” 

Jury Orders Powell Held. 

The jury recommended in its verdiet 
that Powell be held for murder pending 
further investigation, declaring that 
“Ashford came to his death from a blow 
on the head, produced by a heavy in- 
strument.” 

Powell stoutly denies killing Ash- 
ford, although he admits that he had 
a row with an unknown white man

Y., December 21.—A 
Christmas #ardon was granted by Gov- 
ernor Wk &man today to William J. 
Cummins, of Tennessee, who has serv- 
ed three years and two months of a 
state's prison sentence of four years 
and eight months for his part in the 
wrecking of the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany, of New York, several years ago. 

Many millions of dollars were involv- 
ed in the failure of the Carnegie Trust 
company, and the affairs of the insti- 
tution sill are in process of liquida- 
tion. Cummins, who was an official 
of the bank, was convicted of having 
applied money to his own use in ween- 
nection with the operations of himself 
and some friends in control of the Car- 
negie Trust company, the Van Norden 
Trust company and the Nineteenth 
Ward bank, of New York,

Washington, December 21.—Immedi- 
ately after the holidays advocates of 
prohibition in congress plan to carry on 
a vigorous campaign for the proposed 
federal constitutional amendment and 
to exert every possible effort to get a 
vote on it at this session in spite of 
the general belief that it will be 
beaten. 

The senate judiciary committee's ac- 
tion today in voting to report the 
amendment with a recommendation for 
its passage opened the -way for the 
resolution in both houses, the house 
judiciary committee having taken simi- 
lar action weeks ago. In the 
house it is proposed to appeal soon 
after the Christmas recess co the rules 
committee -of a special rule to bring 
the resolution before the house for a 
vote within a prescribed ‘ime. Cham- 
pions of the resolution in the senate 
can resort to no such parliamentary 
expedients and must take their chance 


of getting the ahead of 
other. legislation. Sheppard, 
author of the senate resolution, will 
urge its consideration at every oppor- 
tunity. 

The senate committee amerded the 
ording of the resolution, but its effect 
is unchanged and would prohibit the 
manufacture, importation and sale of 
liquor for beverage purpeses in. the 
United States. 

Even the most ardent advocates of 
the amendment do not anticipate vic- 
tory at this session, as a two-thirds 
majority of both houses is required. 
But thev do expect an increased ma- 
jority for the amendmenc in both 
| houses, and ultimate victory in both 
sixty-fifth congress is their hope.

RELATIVE CALM 
ON FRENCH FRONT. 


Paris, December 21.—The French of- 
ficial statement on the progress of 
hostilities, given out this afternoon Dy 
the war office, says there has been 
relative calm on the front in France, 
with the exception of aerial activity. 
Four enemy airplanes have been 
brought down by French pilots, and 
French machines have been employed 
in throwing down explosives behind 
the German lines. 

The communication follows: 

“The night passed in relative quiet 
along the entire front. On the 5omme 
front four enemy airplanes have been 
brought down by French pilots... The 
first came to earth near Malincourt, 
the second in the environs of Clery, 
the third near Devise, while the fourth 
was brought down at a point south of 
Pouy-le-Grand by Sub-Lieutenant 
Nungesser. This makes 21 the total 
number of airplanes brought down by 
this aviator. 

“Another one of our pilots, pursuing 
a German machine, collided with his 
adversary. Both machines crashed to 
the ground. 

“During the day of December 20, 48 
shells were thrown down upon the 
railroad station at Anizy. The even- 
ing of the 20th four French aviators 
threw down 480 kilos (about 1,000 
pounds) of projectiles upon the rail- 
roads stations at Brieulles-Sur-Meuse, 
and Charleuil-Le-Lezieres. The same 
evening 11 French aviators sallied 
forth and threw down 47 shells of 120 
millimeters each upon the railroad sta- 
tion and the barracks at Nesles, and 
also upon certain convoys marching 
behind the lines.” 


GERMANS HOLD 
PARALOVO HEIGHTS.

Several attacks by Russian troops on 
the German lines along the front in 
Volhynia and further north were re- 
pulsed, the war offices announced to- 
day. The statement reads: 

“Fastern Front—Front of Prince 
Leopold: Between Dvinsk and Lake 
Narcocz the artillery duel increased 
considerably in violence at times. At- 
tacks by Russian detachments north- 
east of Goduzishki and north of Lake 
Drisviaty failed with heavy losses. On 
the Stokhod, north of Helenan, the 
Russians tried in vain to capture from 
German territorial troops ground which 
a few days ago had been incorporated 
into our position.” 


FRENCH TRENCHES 
HEAVILY SHELLED. 


Paris, December 31.—The 
communication from the war office to- 
might reads: 

“The enemy violently bombarded our 
lines in the sector of Louvemont-Vaux; 
our artilleM replied. 

“There were other artillery actions 
of a spirited character at various points 
along tHe front, in one of which enemy 
gas machines were destroyed by our 
fire between Berry -au-Bac and 
Rheims.”

Coroner Paul Donehoo first learned of 
the FE olsom hotel fight when witnesses * 
told him that Powell had struck aman 
closely resembling Mr. Ashford. 

C. L. Payne, a newspaper man living 
at the Folsom hotel, was the principal 


-witness in the investigation by the coro- 


ner, Thursday. He told of the fight. 

_ Lieutenant Homer Ashford, of the 
Fifth regiment, a brother of the dead 
man, put on a hat belonging to his 
brother, and Payne was asked if there 
was any resemblance between the man 
Struck in Folsom’s by Powell and the 
lieutenant. Payne said that the hat 
looked like the one worn by T. E. Ashe 
tord. 

“Powell and I were arranging a game 
of checkers at the Folsom hotel, when 
there walked into the room a man 
about 35 years of age, tall and very 
compactly set,” said Payne. ;

Population of United States 
Continues to Shift to the 
Cities — U. S. Population 
Now 102,017,312. 


Washington, December 21.—The pop- 


| ulation of the United States continues 


to shift to the cities. according to es- 
timates announced today by the cen- 
sus bureau. The estimajes, based on 
the rate of population increases from 
1900 to 1910, disclosed that 40.9 per 
cent of the country’s inhabitants now 
live in cities of more than 8,000, as 
against 38.9 per cent in 1910. The en- 
tire population of continental United 
Sta@es for 1916 has already been esti- 
mated at 102,017,312. The total states, 
territories and United States posses- 
sions is put at 112,444,620. 

Ten states have taken census since 
the last federal census in 1910 and sev- 
en show population increases. Kansas, 
South Dakota and Wyoming decreased 
from 1910 to 1915, the greatest reduc- 
tion being in Wyoming, 2.9 per cent. 
The least increase was in Iowa, with a 
growth of but 6 per cent. The great- 
est increase was 23.5 per cent in Flor- 
ida. In Florida, Iowa and Massachu- 
setts the percentage of increase from 
1905 to 1915 was greater than from 
1900 to 1910, but in the other seven 
estates it was much higher from 1900 
to 1910 than from 1905 to 1915. In Kan- 
sas, North and South Dakota and Wyo- 
ming the rate of growth from 1900 to 
1910 was nearly double that from 19056 
to 1915. In Iowa a decrease of 7,082 
was shown from 1900 to 1910 and an 
increase of 148,016 from 1905 to 1915. 
In New Jersey, New York and Rhode 
Island slight decreases were indicated 
by the state returns of 1906 and 1915, 
as compared with the increase from 
1900 to 1910. 

In the past six years the growth in 
the white population was 10,000,000 and 
the negro population about three- 
fourths of a million.

PEACE OR WAR. 


President Wilson’s action in suggesting 
to the conflicting powers in Europe a way 
to peace, taken in conjunction with the sen- 
sational statement of Secretary of State 
Lansing, that the United States are being 
drawn to the verge of war, has a meaning 
that is unmistakable: If the European con- 
flict is not soon terminated, we will prob- 
ably be drawn into it ourselves as a result 
of the continued invasion of American rights. 

In brief, the situation is one whose de- 
velopment can scarcely mean other than 
peace or war for the United States. 

However the president's reference to the 
necessity for the termination of the war, 
from the standpoint of American interests, 
may be construed in Europe, it was that 
situation which was uppermost in the pres- 
ident’s mind in the note which has ju8t gone 
to the contending powers. 

President Wilson makes it clear that he 
is not proposing peace, nof even offering 
niediation ; and that his suggestion has not 
even remote connection with or bearing upon 
the recent proposals which came from Ger- 
many and her associates. 

The suggestion in the American note is 
simply this: That each of the contending 
powers shall set down specifically what it 
wants and what it is willing to concede, for 
the purposes of comparison; with the view, 
of course, that all questions upon which 
there might be agreement, or nearly so, 
should then be eliminated by process of 
cancellation, and the remainder considered 
as the real problem. 

Whether the rights of the United States 
were involved or not, there could be no 
suspicion of officiousness in President Wil- 
son’s proposal. It is such a note as friend- 
ship might well dictate, and professed friend- 
ship receive in the most cordial spirit; and 
to which, in similar spirit, prompt_and cour- 
teous reply should be given. 

But with the danger of war pending, 
upon grounds which are broadly hinted at 
in Secretary Lansing’s statement, action be- 
came necessary. President Wilson, while 
proceeding in a most unexpected way, has 
chosen that least calculated to stir animosity 
and which may prove the most effective. 

The United States have been in a con- 
tinual diplomatic turmoil for the last two 
years with both parties to. the European 
strugglé, represented on the one hand by 
Germany and the other by England. There 
has been manifested scant respect for the 
rights of neutrals, when the policies or pur- 
poses of the belligerents were in any way 
involved. While Germany has been persist- 
ently sending to the bottom vessels carrying 
American citizens and other neutrals, Eng- 
land has been equally active in raiding our 
commerce and opening our mail. 

Diplomatic protest, while it has accom- 
plished something, has proven unavailing in 
many important directions; and the time has 
come when the European war must end, or, 
as Secretary Lansing indicates, we must get 
into it one way or another. 

President Wilson’s action and purpose 
will command approval, not alone of the peo- 
ple of the United States, but alike of those 
of other neutral nations which have similar- 
ly suffered and which are as anxious as are 
we to see an end to the conflict. 

The president has clearly pointed a pos- 
sible way to peace. However far apart the 
warring nations may be, there -is always a 
basis of negotiation in demands and con- 
cessions expressed and set down in writing. 

Let us hope that it is an entering wedge 
to the restoration of peace; for ‘unless it 
comes soon, our own country must soon 
become involved in the conflict. 
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REWARDING LOYAL SERVICE. 


Our banks and many of our corporations

pairment of health and capacity, and, in not 


greater business success. 
There is no incentive to greater effort 


like expressed appreciation; and there is 


no more forceful. method of expressing it 
than the material one which so well helps 
along in the struggle of life. 

It is seldom there has been a year just 
like this one, with the combination of busi- 
ness prosperity and exorbitantly high 
prices for the necessities of life. Banks and 


corporations were, therefore, never better | 


able to make such gifts; nor, perhaps, has 
there ever been a time when employees gen- 
erally so greatly needed them. 

The reasonable bonus, fairly distributed, 
is more than a gift, more even than a mer- 
ited reward. It is a well earned increment, 
which the employee may accept with the 
consciousness that he has earned it, and 
which, at the same time, engenders the de- 
termination, if possible, to more than earn 
it another twelve months. 

Se, with the bank it is more than the 
making of a gift. It is the payment for 
service, faithfully and efficiently performed; 
a service which, had it been slack or halting, 
would have abated by so much the success 
of the institution. It is still more than that, 
for it becomes an investment in the effort 
toward even greater efficiency. 

Where the institution can afford it, it 
becomes well worth its while to accord it; 
where it cannot, it is well for it to strive 
toward it. Let us hope it is a policy which, 
as a measure of growing prosperity and as 
an inducement to even better service, has 
come to the south to stay. 


THE INHERITANCE TAX. 


The fact that in practically the first two 
years of its existence the inheritance tax 
law has netted Georgia close to $150,000 is 
splendid evidence of the value of this 
statute. 

It must be understood that the law is 
just beginning to bring the state returns. 
The executor or administrator of an estate 
has practically a year within which to pay 
the tax imposed. Nor has there yet been 
time to get it running smoothly; for there 
have been many cases unquestionably over- 
looked for one reason or another, which 
come within the scope and requirement of 
the act. 

Only about one-fifth of the 152 counties 
of the state show any returns at all under 
the law within the two-year period; while 
from some of the others the tax payments 
are small. It is probable that there are a 
good many counties in Georgia which have 
not had an estate left since the law became 
operative, which would come within the re- 
quirements of its text provisions. But it 
does not seem reasonable that approximate- 
ly four-fifths, or 121, of the counties of Geor- 
gia should within that timé have had no case 
at all which the law covers. 

Doubtless everything possible has been 


done to insure the careful administration of , 


the law, but as in all measures of this kind 
in the early stages, there are bound to be 
some fish that slip through the net. In time 
this will be remedied and every estate prop- 
erly subject to taxation will bear its propor- 
tionate share of the burden. 

The Constitution is peculiarly gratified 
over the successful outcome of this measure, 
because long prior to its enactment we ad- 
vocated it continually and persistently as a 
law about whose fairness and justness there 
could be no question. Other states had 
adopted and tried it out far in advance of 
Georgia; it was therefore a 
whose value had been thoroughly demon- 
strated. 

The man who dies leaving property. does 
not feel the tax. The man to whom it is 
left is enriched by just that much without 
toil or labor, and can well afford to pay 
from it a reasonable tribute to the state. 

With careful administration there is no 
question that in due time this law will prove 
a more and more valuable source of legit- 
imate income to the state. 


FREE DENTAL CLINICS. 


As a measure for the personal instruction 
of the individual in health preservation, as 
well as for the ultimate betterment of the 
beneficiaries, free dental clinics in the public 
schools, indorsed by the Atlanta Society of 
Dental Surgeons, constitute one of the most 
important steps yet taken in the direction 
of the conservation of the well being of 
the future citizen. 

The free dental clinics for the benefit of 
the poor children in the public schools, 
whose families cannot afford the burden of 
the dentists’ bills, is already an institution 
of proven value. In scores of cities through- 
out the northeast and even in the far west, 
the plan has long since been inaugurated 
and has met with such success that under 
no circumstances would its abolition be con- 
sidered. 

The establishment of such dental clinics 
for the schools of Atlanta has long been 
under consideration and discussion, but the 
process of getting to a definite basis seems 
at last to have been worked out, and it is 
now planned that a beginning shall be made 
the middle of the first month of the new 
year. 

In calling attention at the meeting of the 
dental surgeons to the fact that there are 
probably two thousand pupils in the public 
schools who need dental work but are un- 
able to have it done on account of the finan- 
cial conditions of their parents, Dr. W. N. 
Adkins, medical inspector of the schools, 
probably underestimated the number instead 
of shooting too high. And it is a lamentable 
fact that among them will be found, as is 
too often the case even with adults, not a 
few who have no understanding or concep- 
tion of the importance of mouth hygiene. 
How many of them there are who know 
nothing of the tooth brush and consequently 
never use one, Dr. Adkins did not state; 
but it might be ventured that a tooth brush 
census of the schools would disclose figures 
little short of shocking. 

It is this neglect in youth that means 
false teeth long before middle age, or some- 
times no teeth at all, with consequent im-

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Prominent Ex-Judge Tells 


Judges Who Criticise Divorce 
How to Stop the Evil 


Editor Constitution: You frequently quote 
some superior court judge decrying the evil 
of multitudinous divorces, and in the same 
or the next issue record the number grant- 
ed in that same judge's court in a day, show- 
ing that they were trotted through at the 
rate of about one to five minutes—and re- 
cently one judge is quoted as saying, “There 
ought to be a law providing so and so to 
prevent divorces.” Now, nothing makes me 
more weary than this sort of nonsense from 
a superior court judge. They have the pow- 
er to stop three-fourths of the divorces, 
under. the laws-as they exist. They need 
not utter the cry of every amateur reformer, 
“There ought to be a law,” etc. Code sec- 
tion 2974 says: ‘ 

“In divorce cases proceeding exparte, it 
is the duty of the judge to see that the 
grounds are legal, and sustained by proof, 
or to appoint the solicitor general, or some 
other attorney of the court, to discharge that 
duty for him.” 

I have been practicing in the superior 
courts of Georgia for more than thirty-two 
years, and I have never seen a judge perform 
any part of that duty. I have heard_of one 
that did and, during the very brief time that 
I was on the bench, I did a little of it in 
a limited way myself, but I had time to only 
get started, 

If this section of the code means anything 
at all, it means that in divorce cases where 
the defendant does not appear to contest, 
that the judge shall appoint some attorney, 
preferably the solicitor general, to at least 
cross-examine the witnesses and. bring out 
the truth about the vague generalities that 
usually pass for “sufficient evidence,” and 
make whatever counter showing is possible 
under the circumstances, and then call at- 
tention of the court and jury to the defects 
in the evidence. Just this much work and 
no more broke up three cases out of five in 
which it was tried in one court where a new 
judge in the wiregrass section of Georgia 
was starting in right. 

In my own experience a little cross-ex- 
amination by the judge, and a charge im- 
pressing the jury with the gravity of the 
matter in hand, broke up about one in three, 
without any attorney being appointed. 

The almost universal rule, as I have ob- 
served in our courts, is that the judge 
notifies the bar that he is ready for di- 
vorce cases. He sees that two panels of 
jurors are without any one having ‘“consci- 
entious scruples against granting divorces.” 
The plaintiff takes the stand, answers a few 
grossly leading questions of his or her coun- 
sel in an undertone. The judge—some years 
ago—told the jury at this stage, “If you are 
satisfied of the truth of the testimony you 
will be authorized to find a divorce: retire 
and make your verdict,’ and the verdict was 
always in favor of the divorce. Nowadays 
it is the fashion for the judge to say, “find 
a verdict for the plaintiff, gentlemen,” and 
while the attorney is writing the verdict, 
another case is tried. The judge turns the 
crank while the attorneys feed in married 
couples, and the mill turns out “eligible 
single gentlemen,” and ladies, ready to rap- 
idly make more couples, to be converted into 
more singles, to the deep disgrace and dam- 
age of our civilization. 

This method of procedure advertises to 
the public that a divorce can be had in the 
quictest, easiest way imaginable slipped 
through in a few minutes, so that not even 
half the people in the court room will know 
it, and on the flimsiest of pretexts; that any 
story will pass because there is no danger 
of cross-examination even. This state of 
affairs induces many to go into the divorce 
court, who, if there were a thorough sifting 
of each ease on its merits, would hesitate 
and postpone until reason and righteousness 
asserted themselves in their souls again, 
when the idea of getting a divorce would be 
abandoned. 

This sifting in a really open court would 
deter applicants, so as to reduce by half 
the number of suits Yiled. 

Then, if the judges would take time and 
care to charge the juries properly, impress- 
ing upon them the serious menace that friv- 
olous divorces are to society; impressing the 
value of the purity of the home for a vig- 
orous national life, and the sanctity of the 
vows taken at marriage, the juries would 
return verdicts against divorces in half the 
cases tried,,. 

So I repeat what I said in the outset, that 
the superior court judges can easily prevent 
three-fourths of the divorces now being 
granted by the: courts—and that without 
any new law whatever: but by only a consci- 
entious discharge of his duty by each judge 
in this behalf.

Temporary Administrators 
Of J. M. Smith Estate 
Did Not Send Check 


BANKS IN ATLANTA SHOW 
OVER $14,000,000 GAIN 
IN DEPOSITS FOR 1916 


On Tuesday The Constitution published a 
local article in which the statement was er- 
roneously made that a check in payment of 
taxes had been sent to the state treasurer by 
the temporary administrators of the James 
M. Smith estate, the check being returned by 
the treasurer. 

The check referred to was sent by thg 
county authorities, who, by error, drew it 
against a bank other than that intended. 

Comptroller General Wright and Treas- 
urer Speer, in referring to the matter, said 
vesterday to The Constitution: 

“The check referred to in The Constitu- 
tion of December 19, as having been sent in 
by the administration of the James M. Smith 
estate, was not sent by said administrators. 
It was not their check. It was the check of 
the county authorities, who made a mistake 
and drew same against the wrong bank. The 
check was not mutilated and there was noth- 
ing wrong about it, except the mistake as 
indicated.” 

In justice to the administrators of the 
Smith estate The Constitution makes ‘this 
correction. 


Status of Smith Litigation. 

The present administrators of the Jim 
Smith estate, appointed as temporary admin- 
istrators early in the litigation, are J. O. 
Mitchell, Nat. Arnold, D. M. Meadows, L. kK. 
Smith and A. C. Erwin, all citizens of Ogle- 
thorpe county. . 

Counsel for the various parties to the liti- 
gation have agreed upon the designating of 
Messrs. Arnold, Smith and Erwin as a per- 
manent ‘board of administrators, and it is ex- 
pected that in the néar future these will be 
sO named and qualified by the ordinary of 
Oglethorpe county. 

Under a decision handed down a few days 
ago by the United States circuit court of 
appeals, jurisdiction over the estate _ still 
rests with the state courts, save that any 
person outside of Georgia professing to be 
an heir must go before a federal court for a 
decision as to his heirship alone. That fixed, 
and if fixed in the affirmative, his further 
legal connection with the case must be 
through the state courts. So, under that -de- 
cision, which was partially in reversal of 
Judge Speer’s ruling, in an appeal from 
which it was rendered, the estate, pending 
the appointment of permanent administra- 
tors, rests in possession of the temporary 
board listed above.

Letters received in Atlanta from differ- 
ent sections of the state pledging the aid of 
Sunday school superintendents and pastors 
of the churches assure a large collection on 
this day. The Atlanta Association of Sun- 
day School Superintendents has passed reso- 
lutions calling on the schools of this district 
to raise $2,500 for the hospital. 

The charity work of the hospital depends 
largely on this annual Christmas collection. 
During the next twelve months the hospita!' 
expects to be in its new building, on _ the 
Emory School of Medicine campus, This 
will imcrease the capacity of the charity 
wards and necessarily increase the operating 
expenses of the charity work.

He advises me that 
the department has no information that the 
Georgia troops are to be mustered out in the 
near future, that General Funston will seiect 
the units to be musiered out. The secretary 
further advises that General Leonard Wood, 
Governors Island, N. Y., will determine prin- 
cipally where the various commands will be 
mustered out and suggests we confer with 
him.

MILITARY DEPARTMENT 
TO OCCUPY BAIRD HOME 


In order to make fYoom for the new di- 
vision of the court of appeals, created by the 
last session of the legislature, the Dr. J. B. 
Baird home, 105 Capitol square, has been 
leased for a term of six months, according to 
announcement of F. R. Jones, private secre- 
tary to Governor Harris, Thursday. 

Secretary Jones further announced that 
the state military department will be moved 
out of its present quarters in the northeast 
corner of the capitol building, on the first 
floor, and will occupy quarters in the Baird 
house. One division of the court of appeals 
will .occupy, January 1, the quarters now 
used by the military department. The other 
division of the court of appeals will use the 
rooms used at present by the court of appeals 
on the second floor of the capjtol building. 
In each division of the court of appeals there 
are three judges. In the quarters of the mili- 
tary department are three offices and an 
extra room which may be used as a consul- 
tation room. 

The Baird home is situated just across the 
street from the capitol. It is a brick building 
of fifteen rooms. The rental to be paid by 
the state is $133.33 per month for a period of 
six months, with the privilege of renewal of 
the lease for a period of five years at a rate’ 
of $100 per month.

FOR HIGH SCHOOLS 


Junior System Planned by 
Education Board in Order 
to Relieve Congestign in 
the Public Schools. 


Congested conditions in Atlanta’s 
Public schools, with the added problem 
of providing fer thousands of children 
who will be forced to go to school as 
the result of the compulsory education 
Jaw which goes into effect on January 
1, 1917, led the board of education at a 
meeting Thursday afternoon, following 
the suggestion of W. H. Terrell, to 
unanimously adopt the recommendation 
of the finance committee urging coun- 
cil to appropriate $300,000 for the 
building of four junior scheols to be 
completed by the opening of the fall 
term, in September, 1917. 

Superintendent of Schools L. M. Lan- 
drum, in hie report for the year 1916, 
said in regard to the situation: “There 
will be graduated from the _ high 
schools this next year about 500 pu- 
Pils. If no more pupils are sent to 
the high schools next fall we will have 
about sufficient seating capacity for 
the members of the next second, third 
and fourth grades. There are now in 
the seventh grades of the grammar y 
schools 1,494 pupils. Of these it is 
estimated that at least 1,100 or 1,200 
will apply for high school work. The 
city must care for these pupils in ad- 
ditional rooms provided at the high 
schools, or, preferably in a new division 
of the schools to be known as junior 
high schools. 

Board Takes Steps. 

“The board of education has already 
taken steps looking toward solving the 
problem by means of establishing these 
schools. The idea is to have about four 
of these schools situated, not in the 
center of the city, but in a circle around 
the center of the city at convenient 
distances for pupils who will be pro- 
moted to high schools. 

“These pupils will be taught in the 
junior high schools for about two or 
three years, and then promoted to the 
senior high schools. If these schools 
are established and made commodious 
enough, we can seat in them the chil- 
dren of the present sixth grades, which 
will be the next year’s seventh grades 
in the grammar schools. The present 
attendance in the sixth grades is 1,909. 
In this manner the high schools will 
be relieved from pressure and the 
grammar schools will have room for 
the increase of next year.” 

Major R. J. Guinn, president of the 
board of education, told the members of 
the board that such an appropriation 
was necessary to meet the conditions 
existing, saying that there was never 
such an undercurrent of dissatis- 
faction and never such a necessity for 
additional education] facilities in the 
‘city as there is at present. 

An appropriation of $4,000 
1917 budget will also be asked by the 
board of education for the establish- 
mént of a department of educational 
research to be operated in three sepa- 
rate divisions, one for the taking im- 
mediately of a school census, another 
to provide for the establishing of an 
employment bureau, and a third divi- 
sion, to be known as the vocational 
guidance department, to be operated in 
conjunction with the employment bu- 
vreau, which will endeavor to help the 
pupils decide for what vocasion they | 
are particularly fitted. ; 

Dentists Will Help, 

Dr. DeLos Hill, representing the At- 
lanta Society of Dental Surgeons, ap- 
peared before the board and reported 
the action taken by the society toward 
the establishment of the free dental 
clinic in Atlanta for the benefit of those 


in the 


worthy school children-who cannot af- 
ford to pay for 
ment. ; 

“The society has been considering | 
such a plan for the past two or three 
years,” said he. “There were two plane | 
which came before the society: 
provided for the establishment 
central dental clinic, Where a regular | 
Sraduate dentist could stay every after- 
noon, his services to be paid for by 
the dentists. This would require an 
equipment of not less than $1,000. 

“There are about 63 dentists who are 
members of the dental society, and 
we thought that the better plan would 
be to ask each member to give at least 
one hour per week to handle at leas: 
two patients. Then we were confronted 
by another problem. Some of the men 
had rather employ a substitute. It 
was finally decided every man of the 
society should do his part—either do- 
ing his own work or employing an- 
other dentist—and we will be able to 
give,at least 60 hours a week to the 
work. 

Dr. Hill said that the work would not 
be confined to the members of the so- 
ciety, but that other good dentists of 
the city would be asked to co-operate 
in the work. 

All of the work will be done in the 
individual offices of the dentists. 
“Thére is one point in the system, how- 
ever, which is troubling us.” he 
said, “and that is, getting the 
children to the. dentists. If we 
give 60 or 70 hours a_ week to the 
work, it means that 10 or 12 children 
every day must be sent to the dentists. 
Dr. Adkins assures us that he will see 
that the children will get to the right 
point at the right time. 

Will Give Plastic Material.

The medical inspection of 
the schools, with the permission of Dr. 
Adkins, will be supplemented, so as to 
be sure that careful inspection of teeth 
will take place.”’ 

Dr. Hill was assured that the boa 
or education would co-operate with th 
society to the fullest extent. 

Dr. W. N. Adkins, medical inspector 
of the schools, reported that out of 
11,762 white children examined from | 
the start of the year through December . 
20, that 5,908 needed dental attention, | 
and that 8,668 were physically defec- 
tive, the total number of defects being 
15,481. The number recommended for 
treatment for various defects was i,- 
287. Dr. Adkins said that the work to 
be done by the free dental clinic would 
do more to improve the general health 
oF the school children than any other 
thine. 

Superintendent Landrum’s report of 
the work done during 1916 was full and 
interesting. The increase of attend- 
ance at this time over the correspond- | 
ing time last year was noticeably large. | 
One year ago the attendance in the high 
schools was 2,848, and at the present | 
time it is 3,135. That of the grammar | 
schools at the same time last year was, 
22,363, while at this time it is 25,077. | 
That of the night schools, white, was | 
561, and now is 607. That of the night! 
schools, negro, last year was 462 and 
now is 1,106. The total of last year 
was 26.235, while at the present time 
it is 27,925. 

School for Teachers. 


In regard to the summer school for 
teachers which was in operation for 
at first time this last summer, he 
said: 

“A strong faculty was engaged, and 
the work was conducted for six weeks. 
At the conclusion of the work, the 
teachers expressed themselves as well 
satisfied. The work of the session was 
quite satisfactory.” He spoke of the 
large number of teachers who had at- 
tended summer schools either in the 
city or elsewhere in an effort to im- 
prove their teaching capacity. 

In regurd to the vacation schools 
conducted for the second time this year, 
he said: 

“In figuring out the financial bene- 
fit to the city in giving the schooling , 
to the children, it is estimated that 
the investment of $4,349, the expenses 
of the vacation schools in the summer 
of 1916, saved the city $9,626. The 
financial and educational benefits aris- 
ing from the conducting of the vacation 
schools certainly argue the continuance 
of these schools and the establishing 
of vacation schools also for high 
school pupils who have hitherto not 
been admitted to. them.”

His report on the gardening in the 
schools was as follows: 

“In January we‘asked for an appro- 
priation sufficient to employ an expert 
along the line of gardening. We were 
not able to secure an appropriation for 
this purpose, and yet the teachers took 
this work up believing that it would 
be of vast benefit to the pupils and to 
the community generally. As a result 
of this effort figures compiled at the 
close pf the year in June showed that 
the pupils at the schools and at home 
had grown more than $11,000 worth of 
vegetables. One pupil in a school dis- 
posed of $155 worth from his own gar- 
den.”’ 

Superintendent Landrum recommend- 
ed to the board that the election of 
teachers, against whom there were no 
conditions, take place in June rather 
than in July. 

J. O. Cochran, manager of the park 
department, read a report of the work 
dong on school lots during the year. He 
said that out of the appropriation of 
$1,761 there had been expended $1,- 
593.42, leaving a balance of $162.58. He 
strongly recommended an appropria- 
tion of not less than $5,000 for work 
on school lots during the gmext year.

After a portion of the south wall of 
the J. P. Allen store on Whitehall 
street which was destroyed by fire 
Wednesday was torn down yesterday, 
City Building Inspector Hays declared 
that it was safe to reopen the Kress 
store during the Christmas shopping 
season. Inspector Hays does not think 
there is any danger to Kress’ store 
from the north wall. 

H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, Ga., owner 
of the destroyed building, Thursday 
demonstrated the need for expansion 
in the retail shopping district of At- 
lanta. 

“I would give almost any price for 
additional frontage to the J. P. Allen 
& Co.’s new building, which I will erect 
at an early date to replace the one 
burned down in the fire of Wednes- 
day,” he said. 

“But there’s no use, for the property 
simply can’t be had. To get addition- 
al frontage for show window purposes 
in the new building we have agreed to 
make the ground entrance on White- 
hall street 30 feet deep instead of eight- 
een feet, as in the case of the former 
building.” 

Mr. Dean, who came to Atlanta from 
his home at Gainesville, Ga., ,.Wednes- 
day, held several conferences with At- 
lanta contractors and J. P. Allen, head 
of the J. P. Allen & Co., Thursday. 
Nothing definite concerning the new 
building was decided beyond the fact 
that it will be rebuilt at once; that the 
Whitehall street entrance on the 
ground floor will be deepened, and that 
a handsome Broad street front will 
also be planned. 

That there will be no time lost in 
replacing the Allen building with a 
thoroughly moderr structure was dem- 
onstrated by the fact that workmen 
began early Thursday morning to tear 
down the dangerous parts of the walls 
left standing by the devastating fire 
of Wednesday.
